within a 1/2 mile walking distance of a publicly accessible park.  Texas Parks and Wildlife Department offered the City of

Austin an option to purchase 7.13 acres of land.  The proposed 7.13-acre acquisition will provide public parkland in a

park deficient area with a high population density.  Its location will provide excellent public access to parkland.

The Parks & Recreation Department would fund this proposed acquisition through parkland dedication funds.

The purchase price of $100,000 does not exceed the current fair market value as determined by an independent third
